The Delaware and Hudson rall- 
road has agreed with the statc and 
county to co-operate in the elimin- 
ation of grade crossings in the 
South End. 

After the final authorization by 
Congress, an appropriation from 
the state legislature, which con- 
venes, January 1, will be asked in 
order to start construction as soon 
as possible. Col. William M. Ache- 
son, state engineer, hopes to have 
the bridge completed in 1931 as the 
present load on the old bridge is 
tremendous, and traffic tie-ups, 
particularily on week-ends, affect 
the entire stream of tourists be- 
tween New York and Buffalo. 

The new bridge will de wide 
enough to accommodate six lanes 
of automobiles and will be treble 
the capacity of the present struc- 
ture.
